Rural Road-Malting. 



It has boon well lemarkud that good 
markotB and facilities For roaobing them 
are of mora roal benefit to tho farmers 
themselves than protoctire tariffs. That 
they aro of more udtanUgo to other 
classes is hardly opon to qnestion. If 
the Bgriooltural oUbs can bo made more 
prosperous by ciilurgiug tho domaod for 
the frnitH of tbeir toil and basoning tbe 
OOBt of taking thoie fruits to markot, 
■ ■□rely it is bettor than that tbo inter- 
ests of thai important class should be 
bolitered up on a false fonBdation Bt 
the expense of tho consumer, which 
always constitutes tho larger olaes,— 
for that is really what protection to the 
farmer comes to under suoa oircumBtan- 
c«e as prevail in this country at present. 
Id one initanoo tho inlorostB of agri- 
cultvr* receive a legitimate and healthy 
Btimulous, whilo all those other inter- 
ests upon which agricalturo so largely 
depends nre benefitted in common tfilL 
it. In the other, an unnatural and 
questionable siimuloas ia nppliod to tho 
Binglo interest of agriculture, whilo all 
thurs aro dwarfed and wither. It is 
told of " Pat " that, finding his blanket 
too short, ha took from the bottom and 
added to the top I As applied to agri- 
culture in British Columbia at tho pro- 
sent time proteotion iB soaicoly a more 
sensible remedy for "short commons'' 
than was "Pat's'' remedy for a short 
blanket. Accepting this view as indis- 
putable, tho construction of roads and 
otbervriso facilitating communication 
with tho principal markets, will consti- 
tute one of the chlof duties of tho ad- 
ministration In tho way of agricul- 
tural roads there is much needed both 
on the Island and tbo Mainland ; and 
wo desire to draw the attention of 
thoso iu cbnrge of the Department to an 
important coosideratiou in connection 
with this particular ciaBS of road-making. 
Undoubtedly tho main object of ap- 
propriating publio rovonae lias boon 
attained when a needed road is 
wisely looaied and woll and economical- 
ly made. But there is another con- 
sideration of no littlo importance In a 
yonng sottlomont whore the earlier 
struggles to establish homesteads aro 
attended with so much privation, We 
alludo to tho employment of labor con- 
sequent Hpon such expenditure of pub- 
lio revenue. Whenever a road is to be 
farmed or repaired it occurs to ua tliat, 
cceteris paribus, tho sottlers in its neigh- 
borhood ought to have tho first ohancej 
whether the work is to bo dono by 
day labor or by contract. Tliero are 
few settlers in the newer districts who 
would not gladly avuil Lbemselves of such 
an opportunity to oarn a littlo money 
with which to carry on more eff.-otualiy 
their Bgrictiliural operations, provided 
the opportunity wore proseiited at Bucb 
a geaeOo of the year and under mob 
condiiii-n»a8 would ouublo them to do 
go. A'>d whe, wo pause pareuttietical- 
|y to rojiark, if tho read was to be 
constructed by day labor, would be 
more likely to render a faithful daj '« 
work? The suttler, employed as ho 
wonid be In constructing a road for hie 
own uso and convenience, would 
thus huve presented to him the 
strongest moiivo« lor making every 
Btroke tull to the gieatest adrantuge. 
And hew could every stioku be mado to 
16'1 to greater advantage, not only to 
the individual eettlc-r but to tho commun- 
ity at large than by having tho money 
paid for it ai plied to the expansion oi 
agricultural development and tho promo- 
tion of wel'beiug in tho novror settle- 1 
mciiU '( The object of tho present re- 
marks i- to lead those having control 
of the matter to seek te bnvo these 
eouMueintiuna present to tho mind 
whenever any work of the kind 
is to bo dono. To meet the 
case d tbo seitlorB, the road* sqouM 
ei'ber ho made by day woik, 
under the gnpervision of a Pathmasler sslecM.. 
ed by the eonmuuily in each ronel district, as 
ja the Eastern Provincss, or given out lo 
contract, in s«cu small sections as would 
enable settlers to compete ; bat especially 
eoomu iuv <r«>k ondartakta »t » season 
of the ycur which would loaflt Inlertere wtui 
agricoliurnl operations, and, at tbe uauiu 
time be favorable to road making. ll nticd 
scarcely he said that iu tbu early part ofeurn- 
m«r, immediately after seedtime, wou'd bo 
the mom favorable time, Not only would that 
time suit the seltlsr, HS be woald tbeu hare 
a. month or two to spare from hia ordinary 
ftYOCit'onB, but it would poasesa the addition- 
al nclvnrjlHu;u ol beinu (avorable to such worU. 
The b p /• i rj n freshets would have subsided, and 
soil disturbed then would have aBiplu litae 
to nettle and bk-como compact belore tbe Bet- 
ting in of the wet eenson,— a consideration of 
no littlo importance in road malting in this 
country. Money spent in forming now ronda 
or improving old ones byKrudiug or other- 
wisu disturbing the Boil in tho fall o( tho 
year is lo » great extant morivy misspent, for 
instead of lortning a travelable road, a 
miro is Irequently created. Too many instances 
of such thnttlesj stupidity liavo been witness* 
ed both in town and country. There is one 
notable inaunco within »ignl ol where we 
now write— one very far Irorn complimen- 
tary to the late civio administration, Very 
great dissatisfaction has been expressed in 
sown or the Island Districts on micouul of tho 
lima and manner in which road work hns 
been done iu the past, and it is hoped that 
these remarks, offored with on «urneBt desira 
to promote at once efficiency in the admin- 
strution of tbe Public Works Department and 
the beat interests of the country iu renpral 
nnd of the agricultural settlement* in particu- 
Ur 4 will Imvu the effect of bringing about a 
radical change.

LAST mGHl'SJMSPATGHES. 
Eastern States, , 

Nnw York, Deo )G — Tho excitement Is great 
around tho City Hall nnd among local politi- 
cians over tbo action of tho Grand Jury and 
arrest of Tweed. It is understood that iu« 
dictmunls have been found against twenty or 
mora persons publicly known as being con. 
cueied with tho city frauds aad ballot box 
stuffing. It is stated that two indictuiontB 
h&vo been found against Thomas O Fieldsjand 
one or more against other parties connected 
with tho City Park managemout. It has leak- 
ed out that James M Sweeuoy Jhas been in« 
dieted lor felony and that proofs against him 
are strenger than bgainst Tweed. 

An indictment is reported to have been 
found against one nolorioas fellow who voted 
six hundred repeaters at last election, A 
well known police judge has also been indict- 
od'for his connection with ballot bex stuQing. 

TheGraud Jury expect to get through their 
labors on Tuesday next, when 30 or 40 scaled 
indictments are expoctod to make their ap- 
pearance. Anxiety is very gnat as to the 
oxpottud devclopmant, and greater excitement 
than any heretofore created is expected when 
the facts are all inado kuown. 

When Tweed appeared at Court today he 
looked palo and crestfallen and tnied vainly 
to jruilo pleasantly. When friends grasped 
his hand his faoo had all the appearance of a 
man who is seared, and the air of pleasautness 
he tried to assume made hira look mo e 
ghostly. Politicians of all classes densely 
crowded the cunrt room. As Tweed entered 
tho Court cheers aro-e in his favor but 
were soon drowued by his opponents. 
Upon entering Mr O'Connor was^loudly 
cheered. Tweed's counsel was greatly sur- 
prised whsn Judge Uedford announsed that 
the prisoner was committed without bail, 
U ;rJoD at once dfoUrcd he denied tho right 
of the Court le commitl him ia that manner, 
A writ ol habeas corpus Wjs gran.ed by 
Ju.lgo Barnard. Tweed on hn way to the 
city priion wns forthwith enjrtstl to thf 
Supierne Court room whoie an excited 
Cn.wd had gathered.
